This set was designed and modelled by L. E. Pinches for John Pinches, on behalf of 
the emirate of Fujairah. It appears that political developments in the area, leading to 
the formation of the United Arab Emirates in 1971 and a unified currency system, 
caused the cancellation of the order. By coincidence a Pattern Dinar was included in 
a sale in these rooms on September 30th, 1987 (lot 492). It was there stated that 
between 10 and 15 sets were made, together with an additional 10 to 15 Dinars. 
Although the figure for the sets appears to be broadly accurate, we now believe that 
as many as 50 of the Dinars may have been struck.
